LONDON, May 4—For over two 
hours in the House of Commons to-day 
Chancellor of .the Hxchequer Lioyd- 
George was occupied in expounding the 
outlines 'of the Natiorial Insurance bill, 
a@ measure of such scope and propor- 
tions as had never hitherto been laid 
before any Parliament, 

The bill, if passed, will vitally affect 
the conditions of labor in: this country, 
and jts operation willbe followed with 
the Keenest attention in other parts of 


the world. 

The-bill is divided Into two parts—in- 
surance against sickness and insurance 
against unemployment. In the first 
year (1912) the State will contribute 
£2,500,000,  ($12,500,000.) The bill will 
not come into force ttll May.of next 


year, and not for severa] years will the 
State’s contributions reach their maxi- 
mum of £5,300,000 a year. 

Against sickness, every wage earner 
with a salary of less than £160 a year 
will be required to insure by making 
@ payment of 4d. (8 cents) a week in 
the case of men and 3d. in the case of 
women: The-employer will contribute 
3d. and the State 2d. a week. From 
the proceeds of these contributions, 
which will in. most cases be handled 
by friendly societies, Mr. Lioyd-George 
declares that it will be possible to give 
free medical attendance during sick- 
n a maternity benefit of 30s., 
($7.60,) an allowance of 10s. « week 
during three months of sickness, and 
in case of permanent invalidity @ pen- 
sion of 5s. a week for life. 

Furthermore, £1,000, a year is to 
be devoted to hospitals, institutions, 
and sanatoria for grappling with tuber- 
culosis.

As to the cost of the working of this 
scheme, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer pointed out that actuarial cal- 
culations are difficult, as it is impossi- 
ble to predict the extent of unemploy- 
ment from year to year, but he hopes 
that it will be possible to pay a w ly 
allowance for a term of weeks of 78. to 
every insured person who loses his em- 
ployment through no fault of his own.

The scheme with regard to sickness 
provides for compulsory and voluntary 
insurance. Soldiers and sailors, teach- 
ers, Crown servants, ‘municipal serv- 
ants, casual laborers, and persons not 
engaged in their employers’ own busi- 
ness are excepted from the compulsory 
scheme, in the first three classes, be- 
cause other measures are in prepara- 
tion, while voluntary insurance is to be 
open to small tradesmen without defi- 
nite employers or who after employ- 
ment are at work for themselves. 

“We deduct fourpence from a man’s 
wages,” said the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. ‘That is to say, two pints 
of the cheapest beer or one ounce of 
tobacco,” He explained that the sum 
would be reduced in the case of a man 
earning lis. a week or less. A man 
who earns 2s. 64. a day is to pay 34., 
one who gets 2s. a day or less 2d., and 
a man who is earning Is. 6d. a day 
shall pay only 1d. a week. This would 
have to be compensa by extra pay- 
ments from the employers who. profit 
Vy cheap labor. 

“We propose,” said the Chancellor, 
“to admit every. one up to sixty-five to 
the insurance so long as this is done 
within twelve months after the passing 
of the act. After twelve months they 
will come in by paying a rate proper to 
their age or take reduced benefits. A 
person who fell out of work would be 
allowed three weeks’ grace if he failed 
in his payments.” 

The explanation of the voluntary part 
of the scheme led Mr, Lioyd-George to 
say that it would allow men like the 
village blacksmith and the pub- 
lican to join in. His description of the 
benefits to be received led. to the an- 
nouncement that the doc who were 
to be engaged were to be better paid 
than under the friendly sociéties and 
that their functions were fo. be separat- 
ed where possible from those of the 
chemists who were 'to dispense the med- 
icines.

Special to The New York Times, “tar 
ALBANY, May 4~—A bill designed to 
amend the liquor tex law to meet the 
views of hotel owners was introduced to- 
day by Senator Timothy D. Sullivan. 
Some of the amendments to the Raines 


law which were last year, it is 
contended, trorked outancty as far as pro- 
prietors of hotels in the smaller cities 
and towns are concerned. Under the 
Present law no liquor may be -sold in 
cities of the third class and large vil- 

ers ‘after 12 o'clock midnight. The 
Sullivan bill extends the time for the sale 
of liquor in such places to 1 o'clock A. 
M., the time limit in cities of the first 
and second classes. In the smaller vil- 
ra bd the Sullivan bill wonld permit the 

ie of liquor up to midnight instead of 
11 P. M. as now. 

Another amendment makes applicable to 
hotels in cities of the third class and -in- 
corporated villages the Raines law re- 
quirements as to the number and size of 
rooms and compliance.with fire and 
health laws. These :equirements, as ap- 
plied to hotels tn cities of the first and 
second classes, are not: disturbed. 

The Sullivan bill also makes changes in 
the requirements to he met by hotels in 
larger cities. Hotel buildings under the 
amendment must have at least fifty rooms 
above the basement instead of ten as re- 
quired now, Hotels must also contain one 
or more dinin 
square feet th accomodation for at 
least forty guests. The law now requires 
a dining room of at least 300 square feet 
of space with accommodations for at 
least twenty persons. In cities of the 
third class hotels must have rooms for at 
least twenty-five guests. 

The bill inserts a new section providing 
that the holder of a liquor tax certificate 
who is a keeper of a restaurant may sell 
liquor to the restaurant ests. The law 
now permits the sale of liquor only in a 
restaurant which is a part of a hotel.

LAWYERS DEFEND. 
COURT OF CLAIM 


Proposal Worse Than Political, Sub- 
mits Black, and Unconstitutional 
—Bill May Fail.

ALBANY, May 4.—Vigorous opposition, 
voiced by eminent members of the New 
York bar, syainst the bilf pf /Senator 
Loomis to disband the ‘Cour{icf Claims 
and permit the Governor ‘td ‘ame an- 
other court, developed to-day before. the 
Senate ;Committeé.on Codes... That the 
bill is unconstitutional was set forth in 
arguments made by ex-Gov. Frank 8: 
Black, ex-Judge Henry A. Gilderslepve, 
Laflin Kellogg, and J. Hampden Dough- 
erty of New York and in the brief of ex- 
Judge Morgan J. O’Brien. 

This is one of the “ripper” bills intro. 
duced. by- Democratic legislators with a 
view to turning Republicans out of of- 
fice. It is declared that resentment of 
prominent Democrats at decisions made 
by the Court of Claims in certain dases, 
rather than genuine party policy, is be- 
hind the Loomis measure. Lawyers of 
prominence throughout the State have 
come to the defenseof the court, declar- 
ing that it has disposed of many cases, 
involving thousands of dollars, with fair- 
ness to the State and to the litigants. 

“T am a partisan myself,’ Mr. Black 
said, “but I*would not*@are to urge a 
measure as dangerous ag this. I am not 
so°much surprised that this bill is intro- 
duted’ how as I wotld ‘have been twenty 
years ago. A partisan would not think 
of such a_ proposition. A bill of this 
character could only be, thought of-in an 
era of reform. 

“If you make a plaything of the courts 
you will find that they will cease to be 
a protection to the people. This bill should 
not be reported by this committee. If it 
becomes a law it Will be declared invalid 
by the courts. This bill is worse than 
political, I believe those who bear the 
burden of party work should be rewarded, 
but interference with the courts is a = 


gerous practice.”

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 4.—The strike 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad shopmen on 
the Pittsburg.

“* The particular object of to-day’s gath- 
tring is to secure among numerous or- 
fanizations efficient co-operation in ef- 
torts for the promotion of peace, and to 
avoid collision or duplication of the re-

marked diversities of opinion represented 
peace and arbitration societies in the 
nited.

“The question of immediate importance 
before the country to-day is the proposed 
arbitration treaty with Great Britain. Let 
this once be adopted and the greatest ben- 
efit in the eause of peace will have been 
gained which has been accomplished for 


- many decades.” 


Mr. Slayden on Mexico. 


James L. Slayden, member of Congress 
from Texas, devoted his addréss to an 
attack on the popular conception of the 
Monroe Doctrine. He declared that the 
impression of the average American to 
the effect that it: was the business of 

his country to maintain a form of pro- 
ectorate over all .American States had 
done much to prejudice the South Am- 
erican.- countries against the United 
States. The United States had no right, 
said Mr. Slayden, to prevent the colon- 
ization of ‘oreigners in these States. 

*The recent noisy. and unjustified de- 
mand for intervention by our Government 
in the internal affairs of Mexico is a 
case in point.

SMUGGLED, THEN PAID FOR IT 


After His Blackmaller Had Got $3,000 
the Rug Dealer Confessed to Loeb. 


Fear of a blackmailer led a Syrian rug 
importer to confess yesterday to Col- 
lector Loeb; through an attorney, w 
scheme by which some $16,000 worth of 
rugs had been smuggled into this country 
without the payment of duties. The con- 
fession was accompanied by an offer to 
settle, but this has not been accepted by 
the customs men. According to the attor- 


ney, his client, who is unable to speak | Practicable 


English, hired an ‘interpreter. This man 
suggested to his employer that it would 
be comparatively easy to distribute rugs 
to certain Syrians coming to this coun- 
try, and they could declare them as per- 
sonal property and later turn them over 
to-the rug merchant. 

The plan worked successfully, andthe 
importer extended his operations until 
some $16,000 worth of rugs had been land- 
ed ‘free. Then came the raid upon the 
offices of Duveen Brothers and the wide 
publicity Edgy the affair in the news- 
papers. he day after the raid the in- 
terpreter ap red in the private office of 
his employef.. He carefully translated the 
accounts and then called his employers 
attention to the fact that he also was a 
smuggler. He said there was grave dan- 
ger that the rug man might be arrested, 
and ended with a demand for $200. He 
got the meer. 

After that the interpreter from time to 
time translated other newspaper accounts 
of smuggling, and each reading was fol- 
lowed by a demand for more money. In 
this way he collected some $3,000 black- 
mail. he importer was ireduced to a 
state of nervous prostratidn. When 
finally, however, a demand was made for 

000 he revolted, discharged the inter- 
preter and sent for his lawyer. In the 
meantime the discharged man threatened 
to go to the Custom House with his infor- 
mation. Then the attorney acted prompt-

In These Structures 130 Sickly Chil- 
dren Will Be Treated—Plans for 
Further Expansion.

The institution. which . will absorb the 
present ° activities. of the Tuberculosis 
Preventorium for Children, now housed 
in a farm building near by, will cost 
$100,000. . Construction ‘on the new plant 
will: begin ‘next week, ard if is expected 
that the 130. children which it is to care 
for will be ready to. move in before: the 
close. of the. summer. 

The site, consisting of 100 acres over- 
grown with timber, was a donation from 
the Albert Brisbane estate. There adjoin 
it 200 acres of the Brisbane stock farm, 
on which the Preventorium has a twenty- 
five-year free lease. 

The. children who will be treated ex- 
perimentally will come from homes in 
which there are tubercular parents, but 
none will be admitted who. are them- 
selves suffering from tuberculosis. The 
aim will be to take sickly, unnourished 
youngsters from four to fourteen years 
old and fatten them on country air and 
a proper diet, scientifically applied to 
suit each individual need, under the su- 
pervision of a physician and the care of 
trained nurses. 

The Preventorium, which was started 
as a small experiment at Lakewood, was 
afterward moved ito the farm house 
where {ts work is now carried on, It 
grew out of an effort to translate into 
form the new sentiment 
everywhere pervading the medical fra- 
ternity in favor of preventive effort 
rather than wholly curative efforts, after 
diseases have been allowed to take firm 
hold on their victims, 

Charitably inclined persons became in- 
terested when it became evident that 
Parents, upon their removal to tuber- 
cular sanatoriums, often left little ones 
as badly off as if they had~ been or- 
phaned. To care for these 


the first movement toward the Preven- 
torlum was made, and soon it grew into 


seen ahead. 

Plans for a big institution were made 
more than a year ago, but the large 
amount of capital needed was not readily 
to be had, and for that reason a year of 
campaigning for money preceded the 
actual letting of the contracts on the 
buildings desired. 

A few days ago Mrs. J. Borden Har- 
riman, first vice-president of the Pre- 
ventorium, announced the donation of 
$50,000 to the building fund from a friend, 
and orders were at once given to Walter 
J. Judeli, the architect in charge, to ad- 
vertise for ne contracts. 

Two buildings. in addition to the six 
upon which work will now begin, will be 
constructed a little’ later, as soon as 
funds to provide for them have been ob- 
tained.

THE EXACT SITUATION. 

Although negotiations looking to 
peace are still In progress in Mexico; 
and Mapgrro, the ostensible leader of 
the revolution, has been in conference 
with representatives of the Diaz Goy- 
ernment, the outlook for peace in the 
neighboring republic grows less hope- 
ful daily. Fears, often expressed here- 
tofore, that any agreement entered into 
by MapgrRo would not be binding upon 
insurrectos in many States, are justified 
by recent events. Indeed, almost at the 
beginning of the armistice, an attack 
Was made on Ojinaga, in the very 
State which has been the \scene-of 
Mapzmro’s operations, while there have 
been fresh outbreaks in the. State of 
Zacatecas and the important city of 
that name; Torreon, near the Durango 
border in Coahuila, has been practically 
cut off from the rest of the world, and 
its big industries suspended; disorder 
grows tn Puebla, and there have been 
Gangerous uprisings in Vera Cruz. In 
fact, in only three of the thirty-four 
States and Territories of Mexico, name- 
ly, Oaxaca, Chiapas, and the Federal 
District, does peace prevail at the 
present moment, and in these it is an 
armed, restless, and factitious peace. - 

By far the most elerming situation, 
however, id in the pleasant City of 
Cuernavaca, seventy-four miles from 
the capital, and the favorite Winter 
resort of wealthy Mexicans, and its 
neighborhood. Ah independent insur- 
rection in the State of Guerrero, ad- 
joining Morelos, of which Cuernavaca 
is the capital, has spread in both States, 
and it seems to be the best officered 
of all the insurrections which have 
threatened the Diaz Government. An 
armistice was promised a few days ago, 
but warfare has continued, and Ouer- 
navecea is in the hands of the success- 
ful rebels. To comprehend the excite- 
ment and dismay caused by this inci- 
dent, we must recall the feeling in 
Washington fifty years ago when Vir- 
ginia cities near the District of Colum- 
bia were occupied by the Confederate 
troops. The capital of Mexico, after six 
months of revolutionary, warfare, most- 
ly at remote points, is practically in a 
state of siege. Yesterday bodies of in- 
surrectos were reported within ten 
miles of the Zocalo and the National 
Palace. A wholly inadequate Federal 
force hasbeen dispatched to Cuernavaca, 
The troops in the capital are on duty 
night and day. The streets ate patrolled 
and all points of ingress and egress 
are guarded. The country is ina state 
of civil ‘war. 

Ta make matters worse, the spirit of 
Congress, now in session, is turbulent 
and revolutionary. The new anti-re- 
elections Dill is tinctured with all the 
old Latin-American extravagance. 
While the consanguinity clause, forbid- 
ding the election to an executive office 
of any rélative, to the fourth degree, of 
the retiring . incumbent has been 
stricken out, the bill prohfbits the re- 
election of President, Vice President, 
State Governors, and legislators in any 
circumstances, This sort of puerile leg- 
islation does not justify confidence in 
the ability of the existing Government 
to restore order. Business throughout 
the country is practically suspended,

For-example, this financial commu- 
nity is exporting’ gold to Canada‘at the 
same time that the National bank 
currency is being contracted. The 
Treasury reported the volume 6f Na- 
tio banknotes at $728,144,000 on 
the first of May, compared with $729,- 
152,000 on the first of April, Yet the 
planting of the erops would. normally 
require an increasé of circulation for 
the same purpose as that for which 
Canadians are taking our gold. Canada 
has command over our gold because we 
have a redundancy of circulation, which 
was growing all through the recent 
months when trade was shrinking, <A 
year ago the banknotes were $713,461, - 
000, as compared with the figures for 
Monday of this week and year, as 
given above. These untimely increases 
and decreases. are quite as good a joke 
as the jests which our statesmen used 
ta make about the absurdity of a rub- 
ber currency.. We probably now all 
perceive that it would be a good thing 
if the Aldrich plan should, as compe- 
tent judges believe it will, give us in- 
creases of circulation when we want 
them, and decreases when we want 
them. When the currency was redun- 
dant It would be destroyed, like a paid 
promissory note. When it was needed 
it would come into existence again, just 
as a merchant’ would write a fresh 
promissory note. According to our 
methods banknotes are never destroyed 
until they wear out. When they get too 
filthy for use they are washed and 
froned by the Treasury\and are re- 
issued. 

According to the view of somebody in 
the Treasury this is all as if should be, 
Slackening trade is naturally driving 
the money into the banks, and they are 
beginning to prepare for the autumnal 
demand for cash. The currency which 
is being driven into the banks is driv- 
ing gold to Canada, and ought to be 
driven out of existence. The Danks are 
preparing for the Autumn demand 
during a normal Spring demand, and 
they are doing this not because they 
want to, or as a matter of good bank- 
ing, but because they have no option. 
They are not retiring their currency, 
butt is being thrist back upon them 
by those who will not keep it, since they 


‘cannot use it. When the banks find it 


on their hands they are compelled to 
make it earn its cost, and they put it 
out at abnormally cheap rates in a 
manner enabling them to recall it at 
whatever inconvenience to those enticed 
into taking it by its cheapness. When 
it is recalled, there is lable to be a 
minor panic in Wall Street, and it will 
be laid to Wall Street’s misdéeds. It is 
rather the fault of those who will not 
interest themselves to learn how our 
currency system works, or ought to be 
made to work. It is along these lines 
that the business men of Chicago can 
Jo most profitable educational work.

But if his only 
public appearances were made when in 
a state of “excitement,’”’ he could not 
fairly complain of his reputation. 

In this same letter he makes the enig- 
matic assertion, “I shall turn the general 
error to account.” Does that hint an 
abpreciation of the opportunity to profit 
from the popular belief that geniuses are 
always erratic and irresponsible, and an 
intention to exploit the natural deduction 
therefrom that a man erratic and irre- 
pronsible is probably a gentus?

Declares There Should Be No indis- 
criminate Franchise—Husband Still . 
Works to Enfranchise Women. 


Mrs. Richard Stevens<of Castle Point, 
Hoboken, has.’résigned the office of 
Fourth Vice President and also as ‘mem~ 
ber of the New Jersey State Equal Fran-|. 
chise Society. The suffrage parade which 
women are to hold' in Néw York on’ May 
6 is the immediate cause “ he? resigna- 
tion. 

There was a meeting of the New. Jersey 
Society Tuesday, afternoon at Mrs, Ste- 


vens’s house, Castle Poisit, with Robert}. 


Elder and several other suffrage speak- 
ers. Previous to this, from 2 to 8 P: M., 
a business meeting had been held by the 
officers of the society, At that meeting 
Mrs, Stevens handed-fn her double resig- 
nation. 
Mrs. Stevens objects strongly to women 
taking part in a public paride. But she 
bas never been at heart entirely in favor 
of woman suffrage. Mr. Stevens, her hus- 
band, is a strong advocate of woman 
suffrage and works for it, but Mrs. Ste- 
vens does not. Last ‘year, however, .Mrs. 
Stevens asked Mrs. Mackay to come to 
her house and speak on woman suffrage, 
and the New Jersey Society, a branch of 
Mrs. -Mackay's, was formed, arid Mrs. 


Stevens accepted thé office of Fourth 
Vice President. To a New York Times 
réporter last night Mrs. Stevens said: 

“ Yesterday's had nothing to do 
with my resignation. No, I do not believe 
in the women marching. I do not like 

and I think they will lose by 
ag they have gained in 
many years. I have never 
believed that the vote was necessary for 
women. You see, I believe there should 
be discrimination in giving the ballot. I 
believe that half the men who are voting 
now should be disenfranchised. It is 
not that I do not believe that women 
should take eee: in many things. I think 
they should ve a prominent part in the 
work for the schools, and in the schools 
I think they should stand equal with the 
men. There are very many things that 
I think they should do and that they can 
do, but I do not think it is necessary for 
them to have the ballot to do it. 

“This has nothing to do with Mr. Ste- 
vens’s.. feeling in connection with the 
suffrage. and he is as interested and 
will work for it as before.” 

Mrs. Mackay’s resignation as National 
President of the Equal Franchise Soci- 
ety, which she organized and of which 
the New Jersey Society was one of the 
branches, also had n 
parade. Mrs. Mackay had previously 
voiced an objection to parades, but on 
the day of her resignation she spoke fa- 
vorably, it was said, of the suffrage pa- 
geant to be given on May 6. 

Mrs. Stevens’s sister-in-law, Mrs. Arch- 
ibald Alexander, Mr. Stevens's sister, will 
be in the e. Her name @as one of 
the first sent in. The Equal Franchise 
banner of the New Jersey Society, which

BOND TRADING BROADENS 


|Further Rise in May Wheat at Chi- 


cago — Improved Bank Show- » 
ing at London, 


More than a dozen active stocks showed 
net losses in excess of 1 point ‘at the 
close of. yesterday’s trading on the Stock 
Exchange. Some advances had been 
made early in the day, but such stimulus 
as prices. had had from short covering 
operations and a moderate amount of 
buying for the long account proved in- 
sufficient to carry further the forward 
movement .and prices receded through- 
out the list. In the. process of assign~- 
ing outside’ causés for the movement of 
‘} prices emphasis ‘was laid on” somewhat 
gloomy views which were given apace 
tion regarding the eutlook fer the steel 
trade, whils the importance of possible 
Congressional investigation into the af- 
fairs of large industrial corporations 
loomed somewhat larger on the Wall 
Street horizon. From another point of 
view the reaction yesterday “was merte- 
ly .typical of a shifting of position by 
traders, whose operations have supplied 
the predominating element in such activ- 
ity as the Stock Hxchange has recently 
experienced. 

While prices declined and trading di- 
minished’in stocks, the bond market was 
making further heatiway both in activity 
and in prices. The dealings sufficiently 
overtopped the large trading of the pre- 
vious day to make yesterday's the largest 
bond total which has been recorded on 
the Stock Exchange since Jan. 80, A very 
large number of issues contributed to this 
total, though activity was confined to 
relatively few. The fact that many 
bonds were represented in-the trading by 
transactions of from $1,000 to $10,000 is 
suggestive of the breadth of the present 
investment demand, including as it does 
an increasingly large number of issues. 
The orders’ coming to the bond houses 
show that individuals, as well as in- 
vestment institutions of one class or an- 
other, are participating “In the present 
large expansion in bond trading, though 
naturally purchases by financial insti- 
tutions dominate the market. 

The advent of warmer weather in the 
cotton States contributed its share to a 
reaction in cotton prices yesterday which 
left all the options, both the old crop and 
the new, well below the previous day's 
close. In the grain markets the note- 
worthy incident was another upward 
Movement in wheat led by the May op- 
tion in Chicago, which sold up to 97 and 
closed within a fraction of that figure. 
Were further evidence needed of the fact 
that the ‘exigencies of a short interest 
in the May wheat option at Chicago, 
rather than any general considerations, 
are responsible for the advance of over 
6 cents since the beginning of the week, 
it was to be found yesterday in the fact 
that the closing price of May wheat was 


|higher at Chicago than at New. York. 


Although reporting a loss of $1,900,000 
in its gold holdings, the Bank oe BEng- 
land yesterday showed an increase in its 
proportion of reserve to liabilities from 
46.94 per cent last week to 47.85 per cent.

“THUGS BEAT POLICEMEN. 
Taunt Them with Not Daring to Use 


Nightsticks, Under Gaynor’s Order. 


Two. attacks on policemén wére made 
by gangs in the Bronx last night, and 
although several of the ruffians were ar- 
rested they gave bad beatings to the po- 
licemen, whom they taunted with not 
daring to use their nightsticks because 
of Mayor Gaynor’s order to the con- 
trary. 

“Ah, it's just a° watch charm!" they 
shouted to Policeman’ Henry T. Griffin 
of the Morrisania Station. ‘‘Go on, use 
it. Why don't you take a chance?” 

Griffin had scattered a crowd in Wash- 
ington Avenue, between 166th and 167th 
Streets. When he arrested one of their 
number the others set on him. Griffin 
was knocked down and his prisoner taken 
from him. He fired his revolver in the 
air, and the crowd scattered. Then he 
got the reserves, and after searching the 
halls and doorways of the neighborhood 
arrested three men, who, he said, had 
attacked him. They were locked up. 

Policeman Charles Oltt of the same sta- 
tion was another who took a beating 
at the hands of young thugs because he 
dared not use his nightstick. He arrest- 
ed two members of the Bergen gang, 
who were drinking beer at Bergen Ave- 
hue and 149th Street. As he started 
toward the station a mob of nearly 200 
set upon him. He was knocked down, 
and Edwin R. Baldwin of 25 West Nine- 
ty-fourth Street; who tried to help him, 
oe rendered senseless by a blow on the 
aw. 

Policeman McKernan, who came to his 
help, was beaten on\ the head and made 
senseless also. Just then the patrol 
wagon of the Alexander Avenue Station, 
on its way to transfer a prisoner to the 
Morrisania Station, passed and the crowd 
ran. Three ricters were arrested. 


MUST PAY FOR SKIM MILK. 


Plea That It Was Sold Contrary to 
Law Overruled by the Court. 


The Appellate Division reversed yester- 
day the judgment of the Municipal Court 
in dismissing the suit of the Boston Dairy 
Company against the J. H. Jones Milk 
Corporation of this city, to recover §f10. 
the pricé of 6,200 pounds of condensed 
milk sold. The Jones Company Pleaded 
that payment could not be enforced be- 
cause the milk had been manufactured 
from skimmed milk, and the gale of milk 


so manufactured was contrary to law in 
this State. 

Justice Seabury, in writing the unani- 
mous opinion of the court, said: 

“It is clear from the evidence that the 
defendant ordered the milk, received the 
ates and sold it to customers, receiving 
ull benefit of the contract it now seeks 
to repudiate. 

“So far as the plaintiff is concerned, it 
did no act in this State which was con- 
trary to law. .It was not unlawful to 
bring into this State condensed milk man- 
ufactured from skimmed milk, Not only 
did this defendant receive these goods, 
but it sold them in this State in viola- 
tion of the law. Having sold these goods 
to its customers in this State, it now turns 
informer and attempts to cheat its credi- 
aint of the price which it agreed to 

y."’ 


ELECTION INDICTMENTS FAIL. 


23 Against Ross Williams and His 
District Lieutenants Dismiésed. 

Justice Davis, in the Criminal Branch 
of the Supreme Court, yesterday dis- 
missed twenty-three indictments standing 
against Ross Williams, a Tammany leader 
in the Seventeenth Assembly District, and 
six of his lieutenants. 

All the indictments charged ballot-box 
stuffing, intimidation of voters, and per- 
jury in connection with the primary elec- 
tions of Sept. 21, 1909. At that time there 
wag a fight in that district for the Demo- 


cratic leadership, and Williams was run- 
ning against Daniel Golden. 

Four indictments were found against 
Williams, four against Robert Quinn, four 
against Peter J. Galligan, four against 
Thomas O'Rourke, two against John 
Bingham, and two ainst Joseph Mc- 
Guire. All except Williams were Tam- 
many officers of the election. 

Williams was tried on May 12, 1910, and 
acquitted, the trial costing the Btate $20,- 
000. Since then the indictments have 
been pigeonholed, and no opposition was 
offered when Clark L. Jordan, counsel for 
the defendants, asked Justice Davis to 
dismiss them, 


CHANCE FOR YOUNG MILLER. 


Judge Suspends Sentence, Though 
Four Indictments Stood Against Him. 


John Townsend Miller, the young son 
of John Francis Miller, former Secretary 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
who was arrested for stealing a watch 
valued at $50 from Miss Alice Johnson of 
21 West Eleventh Street, where the young 
man lives, was arraigned before Judge 
Rosalsky in General Sessions yesterday 
for sentence upon his plea of guilty to 
petty larceny, and the Judge announced 
his intention of letting young Miller go, 
though three additional indictments 
charging grand larceny had been found 
against him.

INSURANCE SUITS 


Promise to Buy Policy Is Not 
Negotiable Paper. 


REBATING CHARGES INVOLVED 


City Court Decision in Favor of 
Equitable Trust Company, Which 
Sued, ts Reversed. 


A decision rendered in the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court yesterday 
may result in an investigation by the 
State Insurance Department of certain 
alleged policy selling methods of agents 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
working in conjunction with the Equita- 
ble Trust Company. 

The method, as described in testimony 
on which the court cision is based, 
called for three tran tions. In the first 
of these, it was alleged, a substantial re- 
bate was allowed by the agent to the 
prospective policy buyer, this transaction 
being followed by the discounting of the 
buyer’s promise to take the policy at the 
offices of the Equitable Trust Company, 
which then sued as the holder of a nego- 
tiable paper when payments were not 
made. 

In the decision of the Appellate Divi- 
sion, which was written by Justice Leh- 
man, Justices Seabury and Gerard con- 
curring, it is held that since rebating is 
a@ crime and no valid contract can grow 
out of a transaction involving &@ crime, the 
contention of the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany that the papers on which it sued 
were negotiable instruments and should 
be respected as such is not tenable., The 
decision reverses the decision of the City 
Court in favor of the Equitable Trust 
Company and remands the case on which 
it was brought for retrial. 

This suit, known in insurance circles as 


“the Haynes case,’ is entered in the 
court records as that of the Equitable 
Trust Company against Charles A. New- 
man. It is one of nearly 3,000 cases now 
awaiting trial on which hearings hav 
been postponed pending the decision o 
the dopeliate Division. Lawyers who 
were interested in the case yesterday said 
they thought the decision would throw 
all of these cases out of court and break 
up the method of insurance soliciting out 
oF which they grew. 

Joseph Herzberg of the law firm of 
Kauffman & Herzberg said he intended 
to follow up the rebating features of 
the case with the State Insurance Depart- 
ment, and that he already had a promise 
from Supt. Hotchkiss to take the matter 
up as soon as the Appellate Division 
should announce its decision. 

The document which passed from the 
hands of Charles A. Newman to an agent 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
and then into the hands of the Equitable 
Trust Company, on the allegation that 
the latter company had discounted it at 
its full face value, was this: 

New York, Dec. 19, 1903. 

Archibold C, Haynes, General Agent 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society: 

Dear Sir: I hereby acknowledge having 
reqeived from Mr. George Schlesinger Policy 
No. 1,288,163, ngs § for $20,000 on my life 
in the Equitable ife Assurance Society. 
You are authorized to place the said policy 
in force from this date, and I promise to 
pay you or your order the first annual 
premium, amounting to $634.50, as follows: 
Cash paid to George Schlesinger 234.60 
April 15, 1904 200.00 
Sept. 15th, 1004....... ecvecdcegevedes Senee 

Very truly yours, $634.60 
7 CHARLES A. NEWMAN. 


The testimony which the lawyers for 
Newman recited in their brief on appeal 
had been ruled out of court on the first 
hearing, set forth that the $234 men- 
tioned as the first payment really never 
was paid, but was a rebate allowed the 

urchaser. It also held that the agent, 

chiesinger, represented that he was 
working hard for his big bonus, which 
would be due if he wrote his year’s totals 
up into the hundreds of thousands, and 
that his real alm was to obtain the bonus 
and not his commission on this policy; 
that therefore he would rebate that to 
the buyer, who could decide later whether 
or not to meet any of the other pay- 
ments, and thereby put the policy in 
force. . 

In commenting upon the City Court's 
decision Justice Lehman says: 

In spite of the authorities cited therein 
I am unable to concur that ‘this promise is 
a negotiable instrument. The instrument 
sign by the deefndant is in the form of 
a letter and not a note. By fair construc- 
tion it is not in the usual form of mercan- 
tile paper and does not appear to have been 
intended to pass such. 

The respondent clAims that even if the in- 
strument was not negotiable, proof that 
the agent agrecd to give the defendant a 
rebate of $234 would constitute no defense 
as between the original parties. At the 
time the letter was signed and the contract 
made, rebating was forbidden under Sec- 
tion 89 of the Insurance Law. That sec- 
tion did not in terms declare a contract 
for a rebate vold but the act of giving re- 
bates was made a misdemeanor by section 
282 of the Laws of 1899, and the courts 
should not enforce a contract. which fs not 
only forbidden by the statutes but which 
constitutes a penal offense.. Section S89 
does not as claimed provide a specific 

nalty for giving a rebate which should 

fs considered exclusive; it simply provides a 

manner in which the Superintendent of In- 

surance may restrain future disobedience. 

The agent could not enforce the contract 

and his assignee takes it subject to all 

the defences against him. Judgment should 
, be reversed and a new trial ordered. 

In_their brief on appeal the lawyers 
for Newman said: 

It is now a matter of common knowledge 
that the representations made by Schies- 
inger were part of a widespread campaign 
ty the sub-agents of the Haynes Agency 
in end about 1903; that similar induce- 
ments were made to multitudes of people; 
that an enormous number of policies were 
written, and ‘an enormous number of al- 
leged ‘“‘ notes"’ signed in pursuance of this 
scheme. 

It was apparently part of this schemo 
that these notes made payable to the 
Haynes Agency of the Bquitable Life As- 
surance Society were immediately trans- 
ferred to the Bquitable Trust Company, its 
allied institution, for the purpose of get- 
ting this paper into the hands of persons, 
who, for all the makers might be g@ble to 
prove, were holders in-due course. 

In Newman's testimony, as recorded in 
the brief, he asserted that long after the 
Equitable Trust Company was alleged to 
have paid the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society the full face value of his “note’’ 
he received a notice from the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society demanding pay- 
ments then overdue, 

John H. Servis, clerk of the Fifth Dis- 
trict Municipal Court, is authority for 
the statement that there are thousands 
of these suits on file in that court, the 
usual rule being to bring them in just a 
few hours before they me outlawed 
through the statute of limitations.
